country among the San Rafael and 
Sierra Madre del Sur mountains un- 
trodden by man or horse will be 
given ready credence. 

Thus it happens that tbefe are 
wild cattle running among ttwse 
labyrinths which have nevei^^^ a 
human being and probaM^JOl?^ 
will Scarcity of water and T(fcsd 
drives stock into unwonted plapas, 
and a percentage never finds its way 
back. Tlio exploration of these 
canyons, tlierefore, irt attended with 
constant surprises, mostly unpleas- 
ant, as a steer eight or nine years 
unaccustomed to the sight of 
man, is as undesirable a companion 
in a narrow gulch as a griwlj. 

Fleet as a deer, and entirely with- 
out fear of horse or rider, their Cap- 
ture and subjugation involve a dis- 
play of nerve and horsemanship 
iurely without parallel. Tail ' 
kir, the steer would race up the 
mountain the moment he caught 
sight of the vaqueros. Up the steeps, 
through the brush, over barriers, 
the vaqueros, neither sparing horse 
heeding obstacles, would suc- 
ceed in heading off the fugitive, who 
would immediately show fight While 
making a rush at one rider, as quick 
as a flash the steer is lassoed by an- 
other around the horns, and checked 
with a jerk wiiich flings its hind- 
quarters skyward. Before the as- 
tonished animal can gather its wits 
the vaquero who has him by the 
horns turns his horse and begins to 
drag the steer toward the main 
band. Other vaqueros beat it on the 
Qanks with their riatas, and seek to 
overcome the brute's reluctance by 
jostling and kicking it from behind 
with their heavy tapaderos — one of 
the multitudinouii uses to wliich the 
ornamental leather covering of the 
stirrups on a Mexican saddle is put 
In this manner, with many wild 
plunges from side to side, the open- 
moutbed bullock is snaked close to 
tfaa rest of the cattle, lassoed by the 
bind feet, stretched out, thrown, 
and the rope slipped from off Its 
horns. As he rises the steer's hind 
feet are allowed to free themselves. 
As a rule, a refractory beeve, after 
such a dressing, will at once join the 
main band. Our nine-year-old friend 
does nothing of the sort. With a 
bellow and a rush, seeing every other 
channel blocked, he cuts right 
through the herd, and is off acroiss 
the potrero at a swinging gallop. 
Before many yards are covered, he is 
a^jain "lass'd," dragged back to the 
henl. t!in;\vn and released. Noth- 
ivij,' (lauiitfd, with lowered horns he 
makes a vicious rush at one of the 
horses, which is either avoided, or, 
if unavoidable, received on the 
thick leather flap from which tbs 
stirrips and tapaderos are pendent. 
Rerovering for another charge, the 
now thoroughly infuriated brute 
finds himself strung up by the head 
and heels, and thrown on his sida 
This time one horn is secured 
front foot, before the steer is al- 
lowed to rise. It was found 
sary to handicap more than a dosea 
head of cattle in t& manner; many 
being bronco cows, as wicked in 
every respect as steers. Fifty miles 
and more they traveled on three 
legs and a hobble. 

WMle the condition of the major- 
ity of the stock was indifferent, 
proportion being i^ected by the 
butchers with contumely, the wild 
cattle were sleek and fat, their flesh 
firm, sweet and of splendid color.

The mo.sl aseful pan that 
housewife can poetess is a large deep 
frying or braxing pan, with upright 
sides and lid.

A 
pipe line is being constructed to the 
nearost railway station on tho 
Wladikowkos railroail, eight and a 
half miles away.

On the Black sea slope of 
the mountains large deposits of 
manganese have been found at

H.Bris- 
tow, Secretary of the Treasury during 
President Grant's second term, died 
at his home iu this city to day Of per- 
itonitis. Mr. Bristow was taken ill 
only last Saturday. 

Benjaman Helm Bristow was a na- 
tive Keatuckian, having bean born at 
Elktoa, Todd county, June 20, 1832. 
His early education was obtained at 
Jefferson College, Pennsylvania. 
Afterwards he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar in Kentuckv in 
.-, entering into practice at EUkton. 
iSSft he removed to HopkiasTille. 
JibrO&erMr. Frank H. Bristow 
"still resides at Elkton. 

The breaking out of the civil war 
presented i problem which theyouug 
lawyer found hard to solve. Bfe de- 
cided however, to stand by the Union 
and entered the army as Lieutenant 
Colonel of the Twenty-fifth Kentucky 
Infantry. During the war his regi-

came Colonel of the Eight Kentucky 
Cavalry and served with distinction. 
While still in the field he was elected 
to the Kentucky State Senate and 
served twr) years, from 1868 to 1865. 
Nearly all the important State legis- 
lation of that time bore the impress 
of his firm character and oonviotionrf. 

At the conclusion of hm term Gen. 
Bristow declined to stand for reelec- 
tion, aud was appointed United States 
District Attorney for Louisville. After 
five years of efflcleut service he . gave 
this place lor the higher one of 
L'nited States Solieitor General. ThiF 
appointment was made on thOvOccas 
ion of the organization of the Depart 
ment of Justice in October 1^70. Twc 
years were passed in this »rvice, 
after which he returned to Loalsville 
and practiced law. For a short time 
irevious he had been counsel for the 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company, 
was during this period of hi* lite 
Louisville that Gen. Bristow won 
some of his moet celebrated o 

He and his associates, Judge Har- 
lan and Mr. A. E. Wilson, even theu 
a prominent man, gained wide fame 
able jurist 

In 1873 Gen. Bristow was Mini- 
nated Attorney General of the United 
States, but the appointment was- not 
confirmed. A year later, JufW 4, 
1874, President Grant appointed him 
Secretary of the Treasury. This was 
the time that Gen. Brlstow's fine char 
acter was tested . He unearthed the 
gigantic whisky frauds which aston- 
ished and diHmayed the country, and 
was inflexible in seeiavf that due pun- 
ishment was inflicted. These r^se- 
cutions brought out the fact that 
many high officials in the service of 
the United State were parties to the 
conspiracy by which the Government 
was robbed of millions of dollars. 

W. C. Avery, Chief Clerk of the 
Treasury Department, was found to 
lie implicated and was remoTsd, Mr. 
A. E. Wilson, of this city, being ap 
pointed to succeed him. 

In 1876 Gen. Bristow resisrued. He 
became a candidate for tbe Republi- 
can nomination for President iu that 
year and at the convention at C 
uatti he received li;^ votes, lli;it being 
the strength of the eiemeut opposed 
to the uomiualiou of James O. Blaine 
This was Gen. Bristow's last appear 
ance in national affairs. He went to 
New York and became a member of 
the law firm of Bristow, Feet & 
Opedyke.
